Discussion on Waterside M all contin¬ 
ued at SWN A's public forum in Janu¬ 
ary. Here area a few fragmentary 
quotes: 

Andy Altman, D.C. Planning 
Director: H ow to put 4 th St. back - 
recreate the neighborhood shopping 
district. Fourth St. was part of con¬ 
necting downtown with the water. A 
main street in the neighborhood that 
people can walk through and enjoy. 
That's what we want to accomplish. If 
you want to see revitalization of the 
M all, this [opening 4^ St.] is neces¬ 
sary. It won't be until October of next 
year that we'll really have the design 
funds to start the design process. We 
will look at all options. 

Art Mosely of Kaempfer Co., 
Developers: This project is primari¬ 
ly an office buildling. We see the first 
floor of this project as retail— a thriving 
and very vibrant location. Safeway will 
be continuously in operation. And 
CVS and the Bank. We are starting to 
talk with the convenience store and the 
cleaners Some will not be interested in 
continuing. This is going to be a major 
construction. We hope they will come 
back, but some of them won't. T his is a 
major demolition and lots of heavy 


equipment and it will be dangerous. 

At Large Council Member 
Harold Brazil: M y role is to listen 
and help you get where you want to go. 

Ward Council Member 
Sharon Ambrose: We don't want a 
commuter shortcut—a speedway. 
Fourth St. is a neighborhood thorough¬ 
fare-2 lanes rather than 4 lanes. It 
should behave like a neighborhood 
street rather than an invitation to com¬ 
muters. The planning process is a com¬ 
munity process— go before the Zoning 
Commission for Planned Unit Devel¬ 
opment. A community may ask for 
amenities. I'll let everyone know when 
the process comes before the Planning 
Commission. 

Gottelieb Simon, Former 
Staff for ANC2D:SWNA and ANC 

never went on record saying "We want 
4 th St. opened.” 

Gene Solon, Resident: The 

community has been asked whether a 
4^ St. cut-through with cars is neces¬ 
sary. With curb-side parking, 4^ will 
be a bottleneck. W hen going from store 
to store, we will have to cross traffic. It 
costs too much and takes too long to 
finish. ■ 


Council Keeps 
S.W. United 

Ward 2 Council M ember Jack Evans 
effort to split Southwest between 
Southwest's ANC 6D and three 
AN Cs in the northern part of Ward 
2 was defeated by a 7-6 vote of the 
Council on Feb. 5. 

Si nee AN Cs were first authorized 
by the H ome Rule Act of 1973, 
Southwest from the rivers to the 
National Mall has always been in 
one ANC, whose members have 
been elected at the three polling 
places in S.W. - 127,128 and 129 - 
at the general election in even-num¬ 
bered years. 

Last year Council M ember Evans 
first split Southwest in two when 
new ward boundaries were adopted. 
H e kept the Portals area and the area 
between the freeway and the N ation- 
al M all in his Ward 2. The rest 
became part of Ward 6. 

A standing-room-only crowd of 
Southwest residents at the SWN A's 
January meeting voted unanimously 
to keep all of Southwest in one 
ANC. Council members Phil 
Mendelson, Sharon Ambrose and 
Harold Brazil, who attended the 
meeting, voted to support Southwest 
attheFeb. 5 D.C. Council meeting.

The FI istory Task Force of The 
Southwest Neighborhood Assembly 
has gathered historic information for 
the project. 

Margaret Feldman, task force 
chair, made this report: 

"The Southwest Trail includes 
stops which together tell the story of 
Southwest from its early beginning as 
the Federal City, through the Civil 
War period and then the Progressive 
era of the early 1900s, the early eth¬ 
nic and African-American inhabi¬ 
tants, and finally U rban Renewal. 


"Topics covered include the 
Benjamin Banneker marker on the 
Overlook, early waterfront activi¬ 
ties, the Pearl attempted slave 
escape, the Law FI ousein its chang¬ 
ing use from a FI oneymoon FI ouse 
for President Washington's adopted 
granddaughter to the FI adley Clinic 
in the 1920s to today's party house 
for Tiber I slad. Other topics include 
Fort McNair, D.C. Transit as it 
affected Southest, early schools and 
segregation, and finally the area as 
we know it today after Urban 
Renewal with its public housing and 
high rises... 

"The signs will include maps, 
text and pictures at each of 16 stops. 
There will bea booklet for each trail 
containing the text of the signs.” ■
